Paris, April 19.—The German delegates to the Peace Congress 
are coming to France by way of Spa, Belgium, to which point they 
will travel by their own conveyances, says The Petit Journal to-day. 
At Spa, however, a special train provided by the French authorities 
will await them and their journey thence will be made under military 
guard. At Versailles a military delegation will receive them and con¬ 
duct them to their lodgings. '

London, April 19.—The correspondent of The Daily Mail in Paris 
sends an interview he had with Marshal Foch, in which the Marshal 
is quoted as declaring that “our peace must be a peace of victory, and' 
not of a vanquished side.” 

"We must stay on the Rhine," Marshal Foch said. "Pray im¬ 
press that on your countrymen. It is our only safety and their only 
safety. We must double-lock the door. 

“Remember those 70,000,000 Germans will ajwayj be a menace to 
us. They are an envious and warlike people, xheir characteristics 
are not changed. Fifty years hence they will be what they are to-day. 
Do not trust the appearances of the moment. ”

Vienna, April U.—Via London. April 
19.—The crowd which attempted to 
Storm the Parliament Buildings here 
yesterday waa made up of unemployed 
men urged on by Bolshevik agitators. 
A large number of the windows In ths 
buildings were broken, as was the case 
when a similar attempt was made dur¬ 
ing the first few days after ths forma¬ 
tion of the republic last November. The 
demonstrators eventually were dis¬ 
persed by troops and police. 

Hungarians Aided. 

Berlin. April 19.—Via Copenhagen — 
The atmosphere in Vienna la still ex¬ 
tremely electrical, say dispatches to 
the Berlin newspapers. The Voaslsche 
Zcitung’s Vienna correspondent says 
the danger of trouble has by no means 
passed, as the National Guard, except 
for a few battalions, appears to be un¬ 
reliable. while the demonstration 
Thursday against the Parliament 
Buildings gave clear evidence of co¬ 
operation by the Hungarian Commun¬ 
ists. On Thursday night the marine 
section of the War Ministry was 
broken into and plundered. 

The Vienna Government on Friday 
had all known emissaries of the Buda¬ 
pest Soviet Government arrested. 
Gold, banknotes and precious stones to 
a total value of 2,609,000 crowns were 
found in their possession and confis¬ 
cated. The banishment of all revolu¬ 
tionary agitators is said to be im¬ 
minent.

Misapprehension Regarding 
Attitude of People, Declare 
Newspapers 


Sydney. Australia, April 3«.—(Cor¬ 
respondence of the Associated Press.) 
— Public opinion in Australia as ex¬ 
pressed by some of the newspapers of 
Sydney and Melbourne is represented 
as opposing the idea that Australia 
wants to annex the former German 
islands of the South Pacific. They 
point out that there has been a misap¬ 
prehension in Paris and elsewhere a* 
to the attitude of Australians on this 
point For example. The Melbourne 
Age says; 

“An unhappy and untrue picture of 
Australia Is being drawn by the Peace 
Conference. We am represented as 
demanding German territory as pay¬ 
ment for our services in the war. A 
wrong impression may very well be 
due to misrepresentation of Australian 
opinion. Premier Hughes appears to 
have given the unfortunate impreMlon 
that Australia wants to annex the 
Pacific Islands. The only datum he 
cun have Is the resolution psssed by 
both Houses of Parliament in Novem¬ 
ber last, declaring that the captured 
German colonies must be handed back 
to Gormany. aad that Australia should 
be consulted over their disposition. 
This Is a very different thing from a 
claim for annexation. We want. In 
fact,- to havs as little responsibility 
for them as Is consistent with our 
safety. It would be a calamity if they 
were given to Australia as a gift. 
Australia is not in a position to man¬ 
age an empire In the Pacific. We have 
already far more territory then we 
con populate and develop.” 

The Sydney Daily Telegraph also 
disavows any desire by Australia to 
start a little empire” of her own. 
"What would have suited us best 
would..have been the assumption of 
control In the Pacific by Britain her¬ 
self.” says The Telegraph. “Or even 
I America. If America had seen her way 
1 clear to stretch her Ides of antl-lm- 
| perlal policy. Most Australians If 
I they hail been consulted would have 
preferred not to take them (the former 
German possessions near Australis! 
at ail if security could be obtained in 
any other way." 

The Melbourne Argus declares that, 
since the whole Australian people 
wero united In the determination that 
the islands should not go back to Ger¬ 
many, Australia cannot shirk the duty 
of accepting a mandate from the 
league of Nations, but It adds that 
tho "burden will be heavy, the re¬ 
sponsibilities great, the cost severe 
and the return, except in security, 
problematical.”

LLOYD GEORGE IT 
WAR WITH PRESS 


NorthcHffe Papers Now Sharp¬ 
ly Critical of Premier's 
Leadership 


London. April lk—Open warfare be¬ 
tween David Lloyd George, the British 
Prime Minister and Lord Northcllffe. 
England's foremost publisher, to the 
political world Is the most Interesting 
result of the Premier's flying visit to 
London from the peace conference and 
his speech before parliament. 

Lord Northcllffe and Baron Reaver- 
brook, who served ns the official "Eye- 
Witness” for the Canadian Government 
at the front In 1918 and later became 
Chancellor of the Dnchy of Lancaster, 
and Minister of Information, always 
have been credited with being the 
powers behind the scenes who brought 
about the retirement of Premier As¬ 
quith and the sueceMlon of Lloyd 
George to the head of the cabinet. 
Northcliffe's newspaper gave Lloyd 
George general support throughout his 
management of the war. but when the 
genera! election followed the armistice 
they shifted somewhat to the attitude 
of friendly critics. Only during the 
latest development of the peace con¬ 
ference have they become sharply cri¬ 
tical of Mr. Lloyd George's leadership. 

The Premier in his speech In the 
House of Commons credited this fact 
to the “Disease of vanity.” and point¬ 
edly hinted that It was due to disap¬ 
pointment on Lord Northcliffe's part 
that he had not been appointed on the 
peace delegation. The Premier refer¬ 
red to the peace terms Lord North- 
•tlffe recommended in The Times be¬ 
fore the peace conference began say¬ 
ing: “1 am prepared to make some 
tlloa-ance when a insn is^aborlng 
under a keen sense of disappointment. 
Hoiflnmr, unjustified and however 
ridiculous the expectations may be 
under those circumstances he Is always 
apt to think the world is badly run." 

The Times replied with a slashing 
attack uccusing Lloyd George of over¬ 
looking reports prepared by experts. 

"It is currently said by his colleagues 
In Paris," The Times declared, “that 
while he is able to read and write, when 
he does neither.” 

After saying that the record of The 
Times during the war speaks for Itself 
the newspaper apparently threatens a 
future attack, saying i 

“Home points of his war record re¬ 
quire to be more fully known.” The 
Evening News, a Northcllffe publica¬ 
tion. to-day prints a cartoon of the 
iTemier hovering over Westminster In 
an aeroplane labelled “Hot Air” with 
bombs for the Northcllffe papers. 

Mr. IJoyd George and Lord North- 
cllffe probably are the two must influ¬ 
ential /personal forces in British poli¬ 
tic*. and now that they are fiercely and 
publicly joined In battle, the effect 
upon Mr. Lloyd George's political for¬ 
tunes and the test of the influence of 
the Northcllffe press which is expected 
to follow will mark the beginning of a 
new politlrnt chapter, the developments 
of which are i»e!ng discussed with the 
llvelest interest. Each man Is an eager 
fighter, and the battle between the lit¬ 
tle “Welsh giant" and the newspaper 
Napoleon is not likely to be a tame one. 

WOOL GROWERS OF 
COWICHAN AND NEW 
MARKETING SYSTEM 

Duncan. April 19.—George Hay, Dis¬ 
trict Representative of Kamloops and 
British Columbia director of the Can¬ 
adian Co-Operative Wool Growers, 
Ltd., whose headquarters are at To¬ 
ronto. and Live Stock .CommlMloner 
Macdonald were In Duncan lost week, 
and met several of the largest wool 
growers of the district The object was 
to get m much wool as po—lb le sold 
through the co-operative concern. 

A big fight Is going on. The situation 
briefly has been that In former years 
the manufacturers and wool dealers 
every spring got an embargo placed 
upon the export of wool. They then 
bought up all the Canadian wool at a 
lower price than would be paid in the 
United States, which should be to a 
large extent the logical market. Of the 
wool thus bought forty per cent sup¬ 
plies all their needs. In past falls the 
manufacturers omL dealers have suc¬ 
ceeded at Ottawa in having this em¬ 
bargo removed on the export. They 
then found a market In the United 
States for the sixty per cent, rurplus 
wool on their hands at a splendid 
profit. 

The Canadian Wool Growers are 
making a kick to secure an open 
market, and the manufacturers and 
dealers are opposing the co-operative 
concern: 

' Lost year for the first time on record 
the dealers paid the unusually high 
price of sixty-two and a quarter cents 
a pound in their endeavor to outbid the 
wool growers' corporation, and with the 
signing of .-the armistice wool went 
down and they sold at a loss. The 
Canadian Co-Operative Growers handl¬ 
ed 4.000,000 pounds last year very sat¬ 
isfactorily. and It Is felt, from the 
farmers’ point of view, that the grow¬ 
ers must pull together and hold out In 
order to win out. The manufacturers 
and wool dealers are expected to offer 
a higher price for a year or two In 
order to take the foundation from 
under the Co-Operative Growers, who 
might be tempted by a temporary gain 
to a permanent loss. 

AH present took shares In the co¬ 
operative company, and an endeavor 
will be made to have every wool grower 
of tbe Island sell through the Canadian 
Co-Operative Wool Growers. 

Last year two carloads of wool were 
shipped from Duncan and sold to the 
manufacturers. The farmers were 
tempted by the very high price. This 
year, with a thorough understanding of 
the situation. It Is certain that they will 
Join In with the nation-wide co-oper¬ 
ative concern, the only one of 1U kind 
In Canada. -

He stated that £ 1,000 invested In 190S 
in shares, then quoted a par. of a cer¬ 
tain company would have earned divi¬ 
dends equal to about £ 3,800. and would 
now be salable at £6,500. 

- In the case of another company he 
said “for the ten years ended In 1918 
the dividends paid were equivalent to 
about 243 per cent, of the increased 
capital, or over 300 per cent, on the 
actual capital.” 

The wttneM said that In most cases 
the extent of profits In coal had been 
obscured by the capitalisation of re¬ 
serves or other readjustments of cap¬ 
ital.

CANADIAN AVIATION 

On several occasions The Times has found fault 
with the Canadian authorities for not showing 
greater interest in the possibilities of aerial naviga¬ 
tion and of the Canadian aviators w hose a. iueve- 
ments overseas have provided some of the most 
striking chapters-of the war record.

AVERY TRACTOR ’ 
GIVES EXCELLENT 
RESULTS ON TRIAL 


Witnesses of Test Are More 
Than Satisfied With 
Demonstration 


Tha great faature about the tractor 
u compared with the horse for doing 
farm t»r any other class of work. U 
that the tractor never requires to be 
fed. bedded and cared for in various 
ways every day tn the week and every 
week in the y«ar, whether being used 
or nut 

J. W. Povficroy. now In charge of the 
tractor branch of Thomiu nimley's 
on Vancouver Island, remarked this 
morning that In one case he had met 
with recently a farmer who formerly 
used horse* exrluMively but now use* 
the tractor altogether, had figured It 
out that the advantage »f the horse¬ 
less machine was so great. In the way 
of economy and usefulness, that there 
was no question whatever about hav¬ 
ing to get fid of the horses. 

That Feed Bill. 

’’For Instawee.” said Mr. Pomeroy, 
“that man's feed bill for the year was 
almost as big as ths entire cost of one 
of our tractors, and in this connec¬ 
tion I am speaking of the Mery 
tractor, which w« find is the real 
machine to suit t$e purposes of farm¬ 
ing on the scale carried on in this 


district and throughout Vancouver 
Island. 

“The man I have mentioned was In 
the habit of keeping a diary of the 
work carried on and It showed that 
out of the entire year the work Jn 
which the horses were used covered a 
period of forty-seven days. Neverthe¬ 
less he had to feed those horses every 
day tn the year. He had to get out of 
bed u good deal earlier each morning 
to attend to the horsea. and after a 
hard day’s work was done In the field 
he had to drive hie tegjn to the barn 
and spend further time on them. 

Can Stay in Bed Now. 

“When that man bought his first' 
tractor he was able to take a longer 
rest in bed. When ha got up and had 
his breakfast all he had to do was to 
go into a small shed, not a large, ex¬ 
pensive barn, got Into a seat, drive out 
to his field, do his day’s work and 
when that was done be simply drove 
Into his shed, stopped his machine by 
a- touch of the hand, and walked Into 
hi* supper with no more cares on his 
head. 

Saws Winter’s Wood. 

“When fall came he hitched on to a 
trailer, hauled In hi* logs and con¬ 
nected up with his circular aaw. In 
little time he had his winter's wood 
stacked up and was busily engaged 
with other dutiea around the farm 
without having to look forward to the 
worry of ‘bucking* wood In the old 
break-back fashion. There was hardly 
a thing he had to do about the place 
in which the aaaiatance of the tractor 
was not helpful, and the best part of 
It was that when everything was done, 
Mr. Farmer simply put his tractor 
away and found himawlf free to go 
where he liked so far as having to 
care for any work animate was coa- 
ti-rned." concluded Mr. Pomeroy. 

A splendid demonstration of what 
the Avery tractor ran do was given 
last work on a farm along the Helmc- 
ken Hoad Working In heavy ground 
and on a ateep grade, the Avery cut a 
ten Inch furrow eight inches .deep. 
After the ploughing was done, the 
tractor drew a double cut-away disc 


of four sections with seven discs to the 
section, making twenty-eight in all, 
together with a two-section spike har¬ 
row behind that 

This 9-10 horse-power machine has 
proved to be one of the most suit¬ 
able farm equipments for local con¬ 
ditions and the work It baa done In 
the district has already won sufficient 
fame for it to Insure the ready aale 
of the large shipment which Is now on 
its way to Victoria and Is expected to 
reach here early In the week, possibly 
on Monday. Mr. Pomeroy states that 
great interest has been displayed In 
the machines and farmers throughout 
the Island are quick to observe the 
advantage of the Avery tractor over 
ho rse a —-- 

A few days ago one of tha tractors 
was used to haul an ordinary dump 
wagon loaded with two tons of lime, 
while the truck Itself weighed over a 
tun, and the hauling was done easily 
over soft land. Manure spreading is 
another phase of farm work that Is 
done expeditiously through the use 
of the tractor. 

The Avery's horse-power on the! 
drawbar Is five, while It develops ten 
horse-power on the belt. With this 
machine the farmer has at his service 
also a stationary gas engine that will 
do all of his work In the way of en-| 
silkge cutting, grinding, circular saw 
work and a hundred and one other 
useful duties about the farm. 

Ne Land Wasted. 

The Avery wastes no land In plough - 
! Ing. It turns Itself in a radius of 
slightly over ten feet and cultivates 
the' land right up to the fence line. It 
burns either gas or kerosene and Is 
sold at a figure which Is almost 
equivalent to the cost of the feed of 
the horses necessary on a farm or of 
the cost of a ten horse-power sta¬ 
tionary plant which has not the ad¬ 
vantage of being serviceable for the 
many duties which a tractor can be 
called upon to perform. 

Mr. Pomeroy has taken over the 
tractor department at Pllmley's as 
successor to Mr. Honey, who recently 
transferred to the automobile sales de¬

The rest of the ambulances being 
over-much war-worn, or net speeially 
well suited, will be added to the enor¬ 
mous tout of cars and motor-cycles 
now being sold or scrapped.

George told the new Parliament of 
Man, at the Qual d’Orsay, “M. Cle- 
menceau was one of the moving forces 
In French poetics. Already hie re¬ 
nown had spread far. , . And he 
la. Indeed, the “Grand Young Man** of 
France, whom our own ITlme Minister 
praised—for the terse eloquence and 
personal force “which gets things 
done/* with rugged energy. President 
W ilaon. too. with his usual instinct for 
the apt word, dwelt upon “the power 
of direction, the force, good sense and 
ardor” of the septuagenarian states¬ 
man whom Marshal .Foch found weep¬ 
ing a premature “Nunc Dtmlttla” at 
his desk, when the armistice was 
signed. 

AUL hlfy life, Clemenceau hits been s ! 
crusader, utterly reckless of the con- 1 
sequences. At seventy-seven he Is 
I still full of fight, but now only for the 
security of France, with the Rhine as, 
her frontier in the new day. as Foch 1 
this own nominee) has clearly stated. 
Fighting blood runs in the veins of 
I tempestuous little patriarch. 

When Woodrow Wilson was a child. 
Clemenceau was teaching French and 
practicing medicine in West Twelfth 
Street, New York City. And to-day. 
in the Qual d’Orsay halls, the two 
statesmen discuss those far-off Ameri¬ 
can days when the young French rebel 
was courting Mar)' Plummer, his fu¬ 
ture wife; she was one of his pupils 
In Miss Aiken’s school for girls at 
Greenwich. Conn. 

Clemenceau’s father, also a doctor, 
was put in jail during the coup d’etat 
that destroyed the second empire. As 
a lad of twenty. Georges himself was 
thrown "behind the bars" for shouting 
“Viva la Kepublique!” amid the Joy¬ 
ous riot of an Imperial fete. Having 
served his first sentence, he went to 
America, and there eked out pre¬ 
carious funds by writing politico- 
social letters for the Paris papers. He 
and his bride returned to France dur¬ 
ing the terrible Siege of Paris, when 
Councillor Clemenceau fed the starv¬ 
ing masses, and cared for the refugees. 

As founder and editor of five news¬ 
papers. Clemenceau was In his eli- 
ment as the stormy petrel of French 
politics. La Justice. L’Horn me Libia 
I,'Homme Enchain*. L' Aurora — the 
mere titles of these reveal the man 
behind the clamant sheets. The last- 
named fought passionately for Drey¬ 
fus. and won st last. Then propa¬ 
ganda-plays. novels, essays and duels 
engaged this Gallia genius, whose slo¬ 
gan was ever “Kcrasex I’lnfame!” He 
overthrew Boulanger; he caused the 
fall of the Grevy and Ferry Cabinets, 
he wrecked the ambitions of I>e Frey- 
cinet three times, and drew upon him¬ 
self the odium of the Holy Bee. through 
his fierce advocacy of Church and 
State separation .... 

But a new note was perceptible In 
the Clemenceau who surged once more 
Into public life after the Panama affair 
had subsided. He was now a prpee- 
poet; the “conscience of Fratios \ii 
print.” yet always ths knight, s tilt 
with lanes In couch, ths tireless cham¬ 
pion of Right. It was In Georges Clem¬ 
enceau’s paper that Zola published his 
famous “J'Accuse!” And so on to Bol- 
oisra. to the probing of naval scandals 
and to ths overthrow of ths Caillaux 
and Briand Ministries. “I wage war.” 
was the curt Clemenceau policy, from 
his duelling days on to ths enmity of 
De leases, and ths German menace, 
which Clemenceau so long foresaw. 

'T roust not die.” Clemeqceau would 
say. “until this war is won. and France 
is for ever safe.” President Wilson 
was right when he spoke of Clemen - 
ceau's power to win the “real affection” 
of his co-workers. But first of all, 
they must know the man’s gusty 
moods France has rarely seen such 
team-work as ths Tiger has given her. 
His ideal of free government Is Crom¬ 
well's own. “Parliament—end a Per¬ 
son." And the present Person showed 
his quality a decade ago, when he lived 
a hermit life In a raodeet ground-floor 
flat In the Rue Franklin. 

Here he rose as early as four on a 
summer’s morning, and after a cold 
hath ate a truly enormous breakfast of 
eight or nine eggs and s big plate of 
cold meat. The Prime Minister drinks 
only mineral water, and has his own 
system of calisthenics for keeping phy¬ 
sically fit. At nine he dashes into his 
bureau like a hurricane, oddly dressed 
in a brltsllng. aggressive style. Cane, 
over cent and hat are hurled anywhere, 
and the question “Anything new?" 
shot off at his trusted chefs de cabinet. 

Then hells are set a-rlngipg, and a 
herculean day be^un letters, Inter¬ 
views. conferences, press-cuttings ami 
reports. . . Now hark to lunch (a 
very light lunch), and then an hour 
with Homer and Sophocles in the gar¬ 
den. or by the tire, having first fed his 
pet storks and peacocks with fistfuls 
of grain. Greek i*oesy and archaeology 
are the Tiger’s absorbing hobbles. 
“Often" (he once told me) “I’ve check¬ 
ed myself, when on the polrtt of bom¬ 
barding the Chamber with Greek 
hexameters!” . . Then back to the 
Ministry again- "where I sign, sign, 
sign, like a shmlng-machlne!** Such In 
the stirring times of his Premiership 
has been M. Clemenceau'a daily round. 

M. Clemenceau is not a patient man; 
and as a rule the Idealist Irritates him. 
“1 do not believe.” he said bluntly not 
tong ago. “that a Bolcety of Nations 
will result from the Great War. . . 
What guarantees do you offer me? 
Germany’s signature? Oo and ask the 
Belgians what they think of that!” 
But the Chairman of the Peace Con¬ 
gress has been “converted” since he 
spoke those testy words. “If a League 
of Nations Is to be practicable.” he re¬ 
minded the delegatee In his exploslvs 
style, “we must all remain united.“ 
Then came characteristic hints of swift 
decisive action as to the agenda In 
hand. 

No leader of modern France has 
swayed the masses as this man has. 
On his entering a Lille church during 
Mass, ths congregation rose and cheer¬ 
ed him frantically—the robed Arch¬ 
priest himself Joining in from the high 
altar steps. Always a poor man. sar¬ 
donic and gay. M. Clemenceau is now 
transfigured. “Ah, mon ami,” he cooed 
to a friend, "le vfteux Tlgre Is tamed 
at last; he has now no need for teeth 
or claws, having nothing left but 
ftmllee.” And now, as be is nearing his 
eightieth year. France very appropri¬ 
ately rechrlstens her “Grand Young 
Man “Le Per® de la Vlctolre. His \iWu 
work is all but done; Homer and, the 
garden, his birds and a very -few 
friends will soon claim tbe evening of 
his strenuous day. m* — 

Meanwhile, the man dominates ths 
greatest International Congress which 
the world has ever patched. Mr: Lloyd 
George spoke of the legend spread 
ahfoad about “the eternal youth 1 *-of 
its President, “la all the conferences 


at which wo have been present the 
meet alert the most vigorous—In a 
word, the youngest man—was always 
Bi. Clemenecau.” 

And his knowledge of English Is 
surely the finishing touch of his fit¬ 
ness for a position which the Envoys 
of America, Great Britain and Italy 
ex preseed by no means formally. For. 
as Mr. Lloyd George declared: "R Is 
homage to a man that we wish to pay 
before all”

1 
butter, meat. coal. light, clothing und 
shoos, he occupies a position of splendid ;

I remember being told that “figures , 
cannot lie.” One has only to glance at 1 
the March number of The Labor Ua- 
xette. printed by the f^abor I>epurlmeni 
of the Dominion Government, and look 
up the prices of foodstuffs for Victoria. 
B. C. us tabulated there to prove the 
inaccuracy of that view. 1 should like 
to recommend- the Labor Department at 
Ottawa to procure the services of a 
bona fide housekeeper as their corre¬ 
spondent in the future. 

1 see that Dr. Tolmie Is advocating 
ths export of Canadian produce Into 
European markets- Germany Included. 

I suppose—which will naturally result 
in a shortage at home and the people 
of Canada having to pay the starva¬ 
tion prices prevailing In Europe. 

The export of all necessities should 
be emp ha tically prohibited until the 
home market is supplied at reasonable 
prices.

BOYCOTT AGAINST BUTTEn. 

To the Editor.—My attention has 
been called to an article appearing In 
The Times under date of 19th Inst., In 
which It is alleged that the consuming 
public are very much aggrieved over 
the recent Increase In the price of but¬ 
ter and cream, and I take this oppor¬ 
tunity to assure ths public that no 
hold-up is intended or contemplated. 

In taking you Into my confidence on 
the subject 1 would like to make It 
clear that the increase in the price of 
sweet cream la Justifiable on the 
ground that up to the present, this 
commodity has been sold under its 
value In comparison with sweet milk, 
and ths increase, therefore, simply 
places the two on an approximate 
level. 

The suggestion that present prices 
are exorbitant la easily refuted when 
it Is taken into consideration that In 
pre-war days the cost of hay and 
practically all dairy feed was leas than 
half their preaent figure, yet while 
theae have gone up over 100 per cent, 
the price of milk has only advanced 
fifty per cent, which, when Increased 
cost of production is taken into ac¬ 
count. due to higher wages and many 
other causes familiar to the people 
places milk, butter, etc., among the 
cheapest -articles of food on the mar¬ 
ket to-day. 

For the benefit of those who. per¬ 
haps. are not conversant with outslde 
< ondit Ions. I hereby submit a press 
clipping giving a comparative list of 
prices on the principal commodity un¬ 
der discussion as charged in other 
parts of Canada, and the United 
States, and I think If these are con¬ 
sidered In the light of fair-mindedness 
by those who are concerned, they can 
arrive at only one conclusion, namely, 
that they have reason to congratulate 
themselves that they are living In 
Victoria, which In most respects, and 
at least insofar as dairy products are 
concerned. Is one of the cheapest con¬ 
tras to reside In on this Coast to-day.

Mdk Prices Compared, 

A comparative table of prices of 
milk in Canadian and American cities 
shows that this most Important article 
of food retails In Canada at, roundly. 
25 per cent less than in the U. 8. A. 
The prices given below have been re¬ 
duced to the equivalent per imi»erial 
quart, so as to make comparison 
easier. They are retail prices to con¬ 
sumer. The lowest American quota¬ 
tion at lie at Rockford. Id., and the 
highest 2114c (in El Paso. Texas); the 
lowest Canadian quotation is 12c. at 
several points, and the highest 17-19c 
(at Moose Jaw. Bask.). The Canadian 
average content of butter-fat in the 
milk Is also higher in ths returns, 
which were secured by ths Canada 
Food Board In as many presentative 
centres in each country as possible. 

There is not much value in a com¬ 
parison between United States and 
Canadian prices In any commodities 
as conditions and wages vary so great¬ 
ly. At least to be of value prevailing 
conditions should be clearly known. 
There must be good reasons for milk 
being 2C14c per quart in Kl Paso and 
29c at Nashville and Atlanta, while It 
is only 15c at Rockfoct. Ill, and 1914c 
at South Bend. Ind, Denver, Col., and 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The extremes 
are much less in Canada. Twslve 
cents Is the price in London. 8t. John. 
N. B, 8t Stephen. N. B- Sherbrooke 
and In towns in the Annapolis valley.

Canadian Trans-Atlantic Com 
pany Will Operate Vessels 
to French Ports 


Thu company taken the stand that 
the difference In the pay of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia and America engine* rr 
la neutralised by the fact that tho for¬ 
mer. who receive $150 and $120 per 
month board Inclusive, for the seven 
months comprising tho whaling sea¬ 
son. are paid winter wages at the rate 
of $5.60 and |f&| per day durlag the 
five months the boats are laid up at 
Victoria. Five years ago the chiefs 
earned $92 and $70 per month for firsts 
and seconds and in those days the men 
were not employed all winter. The 
company also maintains that If a 
comparison In wages Is to be made 
with the American side, the same 
should apply to the engineers em¬ 
ployed on the Norwegian whalers who 
receive ISO and $40 per month for first 
and second engineers respectively, 
plus a bonus of |1 per whale. Tho 
increased cost of living is also a large 
Item which falls on the company. An¬ 
other important factor which has to 
be taken into consideration, say com¬ 
pany officials, is the duty on ma¬ 
terials which have to be Imported 
from the United States for the carry¬ 
ing on of the Industry. The duty on 
rope alone for last season amounted 
to 94.600. and on Imported iron $400 
duty was paid.

April 19.—Among the Joint 
stock companies incorporated at Ot¬ 
tawa during the past week is the Can¬ 
adian Trans-Atlantic Company, Ltd., 
with a capital of $1,000,000. 

The company in question has been 
formed by interests close .to the Can¬ 
adian Strains hip Lines and to the Com- 
pagnie Generate Trans-At lantique 
Lines, and will operate six vessels be¬ 
tween Canadian and French ports, the 
vessels to be approximately of 4,000 
tons deadweight. 

The new company will be a connect¬ 
ing link between the Canada steamship 
lines here and the Compagnie Qeneraie 
Trans-Atlantique, of France, and wilt 
have at Its disposal every facility the 
two companies mentioned can supply.
